Please be cautious, as always, about 
inviting strangers into your home and 
make sure that you know very well 
anyone who is watching your children. 
Also, College policy prohibits children 
on campus with certain exceptions.

Beginning Spring Term, we're going to initiate limitations on computer use. Nothing 
re content (content is already covered in the Student Code)...

Students, one hour, with one 
renewal. The renewals will be subject to other people placing reserves on the computers. 
We'll be using our circulation system to check the machines out like books-- 
computers will be cataloged. This means someone can place a reserve at the desk. 
Also, a card will be required to use a library computer, with the exception of one machine in 
the front area. This will accommodate people who have no ID, or no library card. 
Time limit will be half an hour, no renewal.
